More than apology 
needed from the CBC 


T he Janice Rubin report into 
the Jian Ghomeshi affair 
released last week confirmed the 
CBC failed to deal with “behaviour 
that was disrespectful, including 
behaviour that is considered to 
create an intimidating, humiliating, 
hostile or offensive work 
environment.” 

In response, president and 
chief executive Hubert Lacroix 
apologized to Canadians for this 
massive lapse in professional 
conduct. 

Thanks for the peace offering, 
but we’re still on the fence about 
whether or not to accept the mea 
culpa. After all, the report suggests 
broader attitudes at the broadcaster 
contributed to this atmosphere. 

The Rubin report talks about 
“host culture.” That’s the idea that 
the star of the show is some sort of 
deity who is beyond the reach of 
the rules and the sort of decency we 
expect from our colleagues. 

Ghomeshi, Rubin found, went 
about his work days unaccountable, 
not really answering to anyone. 

It doesn’t matter how many 
listeners or viewers a media 
personality has. Someone still has 
to make sure the basic rules of 
professional conduct are followed. 
We’re all human. The folks in the 


corner offices should be treating the 
rank-and-file with respect. 

But this rule is especially 
true when it comes to public- 
sector workers. We know some 
media personalities are contract 
workers. They’re not government 
employees. 

However if you're making your 
dough from the public broadcaster, 
you have to act like a public servant, 
not some high and mighty private- 
sector media darling. 

Lacroix added that 
they’re accepting Rubin's 
recommendations. 

They better. 

The report calls for a number 
of measures that’ll go a long 
way toward cleaning up this 
mess: an independent survey 
in which staff can anonymously 
take part; a confidential hotline 
so employees can call in with 
concerns; and an ombudsman 
for workplace issues. 

Unless these measures are put in 
place, CBC’s apology will ring false. 

Canadians shell out $1 billion 
a year for this operation. They 
deserve better. 

We wouldn’t accept this culture 
from a regular government office. 

The CBC should be treated no 
differently.

A lunch time celebration 
was held last Wednesday at 
Bradford Rental, which first 
opened its doors in 1975. Own¬ 
ers Gary and Dan Porter were 
joined by their families as they 
welcomed dignitaries and cus¬ 
tomers to a barbecue to mark 
the business’ ruby anniver¬ 
sary. Some of the many dealers 
and distributers who deal with 
Bradford Rental were also on 
hand, providing demonstra¬ 
tions of the products. 

The brothers started Brad¬ 
ford Rental in a location near 
Canal Road and Highway 11 
in 1975, following the retire¬ 
ment of their father from his 
business in Newmarket. 

As the business has grown, 
so too has the community, in 
ways that astounds the Porter 
brothers. 

“When we first came into 
town, the population was 
about 4,000 people; it’s prob¬ 
ably 40,000 now,” Gary said. 


Bradford Rental stayed in its 
original location for five years, 
before moving west, just inside 
of the Bradford town border, 
on the north side of Bridge 
St. Tragedy shuck in the early 
1990s, just as Bradford Rental 
was set to expand into its cur¬ 
rent location. 

"In 1993 we had the fire and 
burnt to the ground," Gary 
recalled. “We had already 
bought this building about 
six months before that. We 
had started working on it. We 
were just going to move part 
of the business over here. We 
were going to move the sales 
over here and keep the rental 
across the street, but when the 
fire hit, we had to move a little 
bit fasted’ 

Since then, the business 
has continued to expand, with 
equipment often on display in 
the parking lot and extra stor¬ 
age areas being constructed 
on the property. 

For die most part, the busi¬ 
ness of Bradford Rental is split 
evenly between equipment 
rental and sales, however 
Gary admitted economic fac- 
torsoftheday will determine

“When the economy is bad, 
more people tend to rent. 
When the economy’s good, 
people tend to buy,” he said.

If you work anywhere near 
Davis Drive in Newmarket, 
you know how much of a 
pain the massive construc¬ 
tion project on the east-west 
thoroughfare has been. 

However, there is a light 
at the end of the tunnel, and 

for those relying on public 

Construction is starting on 
a new park-and-ride lot that 
will make it easier for people 
to take public transit. 

The carpool lot, currently 
located at Davis Drive and 
Highway 404 and owned by 
the Ministry of Transpor¬ 
tation, will be expanded to 
become a park-and-ride 
lot for York Region Transit 
(YRT/Viva) and GO Transit. 
YRT/Viva and GO buses will 
have separate platforms with 
covered shelters for pas¬ 
sengers to board. The YRT/ 
Viva platform will have the 
same operating standards 
and branding as the rest of 
the York Region rapidways. 

The total cost of the project 
is $4 million, including 
$500,000 for project design 
and approximately $3.5 mil¬ 
lion for the construction 


contract. Metrolinx will con¬ 
tribute $2.5 million toward 
the project, while $1.5 mil¬ 
lion will come from the Prov¬ 
ince’s funding commitment 
to the York Region Bus Rapid 
Transit project for Davis 
Drive. Metrolinx also funded 
the initial $500,000 up-front 
costs for the project design. 

The Davis Drive rapid¬ 
way will run for 2.6 kilome¬ 
tres along the centre of Davis 
Drive from Yonge Street to 
Roxborough Road. East of 
Roxborough Road, Viva will 
continue in mixed traffic for 
2.3 kilometres with curb- 
side stops at Alexander/ 
Huron Heights and Leslie 
Street. The future park and 
ride lot will be the last stop 
for Viva buses travelling on 
Davis Drive. 

The final stop at the future 
park and ride lot will con¬ 
nect several modes of tran¬ 
sit - YRT/Viva, and GO Tran¬ 
sit. People can park and take 
YRT/Viva or GO transit to 
get anywhere in the Greater 
Toronto Hamilton Area 
(GTHA). 

Completion of the park- 
and-ride is scheduled to 
align with the opening of the 
Davis Drive rapidway this 
December.
